Navarre Plan Dead. 

Recent military developments, 
officials concede, have destroyed 
the Navarre plan as a basis of 
American and French hopes for 
eventual victory there. In the 
American as well as in the 
French view, the emergence -of 
Communist forces as 
military forces able to ca on 
more than guerrilla operations 
has made this a different kind 
of war from the one envisioned 
when Gen. Henri Navarre, 
French commander in Indochina, 
laid out his program. 

The conditions laid before 
Paris officials which would have 
to be fulfilled prior to any 
American intervention are that 
France must give the Indochi- 
nese states full independence in 
order to provide real motivation 
for native resistance to Commu- 
nism, and that a coalition of na- 
tions must participate in any 
intervention. 

Actually the military situation 
is deteriorating so rapidly in In- 
dochina that there is increasing 
concern here over (1) whether 
anything effective can be done 
to save the region or important 
parts of it and (2) where inter- 
vention may be possible. Strong 
Red units are operating in the 
Red River delta around Hanoi. 

French sources say the talks 
which Paris wants should “ex- 
plore all phases of the situa- 
tion” and that they should be 
at a government or cabinet 
level, 

It seems obvious that Bidault 
wants to pin down American 
policy on the present critical 
military situation in Indochina 
as distinguished from the longer 
yange efforts to save Southeast 
Asia with which President Ei- 
senhower and Secretary Dulles 
have been principally coneerned 
in recent public statements. 

“The Navarre plan, the basis 
on which extensive American 
aid was provided, was consid- 
ered valid right up to the time 
of the big-unit assaults which 
finally overran the French 
stronghold of Dien Bien Phu. 

Reasons for Change. 

United States officials famil- 
jar with the Indochina fighting 
say that Chinese Communist 
military supplies and training 
~—reinforced by Soviet ideas, 


}of carrying out the details of 


Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden, Bidault said his delega- 
tion wishes the opening of “‘con- 
crete negotiations” in the very 


near future. 


Bidault took up each of Eden’s | 
five questions answering them | 
in turn. 

Eden’s first question had been 
whether troops on both sides 
should be concentrated in des- 
ignated areas. Bidault’s reply: 
“France believes that the 
troops of the two sides should 
be re-assembled in determined 
zones as far as Viet Nam is con- 
cerned.” 

In answer to Eden’s second 
question — whether Laos and 
Cambodia should be considered 
separately from Viet Nam—Bid- 
ault said:

AEC, Defense Dept. Say

Be- 
sides the usual laconic state- 
ment that a test series had been 
concluded successfully, the joint 
announceemnht by AEC Chair- 
man Lewis Strauss and Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson also said 
of the 1954 tests: 

“They were essential to our 
national interest and have con- 
tributed materially to the se- 
curity of the United States and 
the free world. , 

“The tests being ‘concluded; 
within a few days sea and air 
traffic may be safely resumed 
within the ‘warning area’ which 
was set up for safety purposes 
for the time when the tests 
were taking place.

FRENCH BEAT OFF 
REDS IN ATTAGK 
ON DELTA POST 


Bolster Red River. Posi- 
tions—Vietminh Driv.

HANOI, Indochina, May 14 
(UP)—The French high com- 
mand reinforced its Red river 
delta defense posts today in 
preparatfon for a general Com- 
munist attack all along the 
delta’s southwestern flank to- 
ward Hanoi. 

Military sources said an un- 
successful Communist attack on 
Phuly, 35 miles south of Hanoi, 
appeared to be the prelude to 
the general assault. The rebels 
were driven back in vicious 
fighting after they forced their 
way into Phuly’s outstkirts and 
seized a French command post 
yesterday. 

Rebel pressure against Phuly 
itself slackened after 242 days 
of heavy fighting while French 
planes dropped 500- and 1000- 
pound delayed-action bombs into 
nearby hills from which the 
rebels attacked the city. 

Pressure Building Up. 

Elsewhere around the delta’s 
perimeter, however, the Com- 
munists were slowly building 
pressure against the French. 
Two days ago the Reds moved 
the war to the gates of Hanoi 
itself by seizing the outpost of 
Xuamxuam little more than six 
miles from Hanoi and then hold- 
ing it against determined 
French Union counterattacks. 

The battle for Phuly was the 
biggest since the fall of Dien 
Bien Phu. The rebels, 2000 to 
3000 strong, hit the outpost in 
waves, overran it and captured 
a French battalion commander. 
The officer was recaptured by 
the French when Sherman tanks 
came to the rescue. 

French planes hit rebel food 
and supply dumps around Phuly 
and Communist bases at Hung 
Yen and Kesat, 24 miles south- 
dast of Hanoi, site of the prin- 
cipal jumping off point for 
Communist raids on the Hanoi- 
Haiphong lifeline.

CIO Clothing Workers Ask 
President to Ignore 
‘Timid Counsels.’ 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J.. May 
14 (AP)—The CIO Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America 
yesterday adopted a resolution 
urging President Eisenhower “to 


cast off the timid counsels who 
now surround him” and speak 
out against Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin. 
“Eisenhower's failure to act 
is, in large measure, responsible 
for the fact that McCarthy today 
occupies a position of power 
from which he can challenge the 
President of the United States,” 
the union said. 
The resolution said “timid 
men and petty politicians” had 
prevailed on Mr. Eisenhower to 
-act as a partisan party leader 
rather than as the Chief Execu- 
tive. 
By listening to such voices, 
the union said, Mr. Eisenhower 
“permitted a bullying McCarthy 
to terrorize the executive 
branch of the Government and 
the armed forces ... and to dis- 
may and alienate our friends 
abroad.” 
“We call upon President Ei- 
senhower to cast off the timid 
counsels of those who now sur- 
round him and boldly give to 
America—and to the world — 
leadership against the enemies 
of freedom, at home as well as 
abroad.” 
Another resolution approved 
by the 1500 convention delegates 
criticized Secretary of State 
Dulles. 
“The history of the 16 months 
in which Mr. Dulles has been 
Secretary of State has been 
marked with ambiguous and in- 
consistent pronouncements... 
which have served to confuse 
our own citizens and our friends 
in other lands,” the resolution 
said. 

“During this period. we have 
seemed to proceed not from de- 


retaliation.’ 


“These slogans point away 
from common defense and a 
common search for peaceful so- 
lutions. They point toward uni- 
lateral atomic reprisal.” 

As for the situation in Asia, 
the resolution said “the keystone 
of our resistance to Communism 
must be the strengthening of the 
people and the government of 
India.”

EPUBLICAN political man- 
R azers, who announced a

Surplus and Worse 


On the rule that amending the Constitution 
is not a casual business to be tossed off one day 
between lunch and dinner, the House ought to 
take a long, cool look at the unwise John Mar- 
shall Butler amendment dealing with the judi- 
ciary. The Senate passed this proposal 58 to 19, 
no doubt largely on the strength of its approval 
by the Judiciary Committee—which gave the 
matter only cursory attention and never even 
took a roll-call vote. Surely the House can do 
better than that in the discharge of so solemn a 
constitutional responsibility. 

If it is to do better, the first question for the 
House to ask is why such an amendment as 
Senator Butler 6f Maryland proposes is needed. 
The amendment would fix the size of the Su- 
preme Court forever at nine Justices; compel re- 
tirement of all federal judges at 75; prohibit 
Congress from ever withdrawing the Supreme 
Court's authority to consider constitutional cases. 

Senator Butler says all this is needed because 
President Roosevelt tried to pack the Supreme 
Court in 1937. That was 17 years ago. Are we 
really supposed to believe that the Constitution 
has been in mortal peril all this time until Sen- 
ator Butler got himself elected, with the aid of 
a fake photograph, to save it” 

The fact is that President Roosevelt's court 
plan was defeated by Congress acting under the 
Constitution as it now stands. If Congress pro- 
tected the court from being “packed” by a pop- 
ular President at the height of his political 
power, what reason is there to amend the Con-— 
stitution so as to curtail the legislative power 
that was thus employed? 

Senator Butler had to give up, as possibly em- 
barrassing to Chief Justice Warren, that part of 
his proposed amendment which would prevent 
any member of the court from serving as Presi- 
dent until five years after leaving the bench. 
The Senate would have done better to deal out 
the same fate to the other sections. 

Basically, the Butler amendment is open to 
the very objection to the Bricker amendment— 
that it attempts to freeze into the Constitution 
relationships of government which ought to 
be as fluid and as adjustable as possible. The 
time may come when nine Supreme Court Jus- 
tices are simply not enough to handle the busi- 
ness of a nation grown far beyond its nineteenth 
century proportions. Why make it necessary to 
amend the Constitution to accomplish an essen- 
tially legislative decision on the court’s size? 

This and other cogent objections to the plan 
were ably presented to the Senate by Senator 
Hennings of Missouri. In addition, Senator 
Hennings made this point: “Most of the people 
of the United States have never heard of this 
amendment, much less have they had an oppor- 
tunity to give it careful thought or deliberate 
study. I am opposed to undertaking lightly 
amendments to the Constitution.” 

Unfortunately Senator Hennings’s vote was 
canceled out by that of Missouri's other Senator, 
Stuart Symington, and 19 negative votes were 
not enough to defeat the proposal. But Senator 
Butler’s amendment remains surplus and un- 
necessary, and the House should treat it as such. 
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Silence at One End of the Table 

Whatever the reason, Senator McCarthy has 
done the country a good turn by sitting silent 
for a full day as the senatorial investigation of 
his battle with the Army entered its fourth 
week. The Wisconsin Senator may have kept 
still because he was told by the subcommittee 
there would be no more improp@ interruptions. 
He may have done so because the Dirksen 
compromise, aided by the McCarthy filibuster, 
failed. 

What counts is that two full sessions were 
held without the incessant, “Mr. Chairman, Mr. 
Chairman, Point of Order—" that consumed so 
much time when time-wasting was to Senator 
McCarthy’s supposed advantage. Now that strate- 
gy has been lost and all the principals are to be 
heard in the open. 

For that the country can. thank Robert T. B. 
Stevens. The pressures on the Army Secretary 
were tremendous. Few can appreciate the 
weight of the demand of the party politicians to 
stop “this public brawl,” as Senator Potter termed 
it. Had Mr. Stevens caved in after his long 
third-degree the lights would have been turned 
down. He did not grant Pvt. Schine a commis- 
sion and he refused to be compromised at the 
investigation. The Secretary has made his mis- 
takes in dealing with Senator McCarthy but 
here are two mighty big ones that he did not 
make! 


Gen. Mark Clark’s Warning 

Gen. Mark Clark, formerly the U.N. com- 
mander in the Korean war, says that he hopes 
that the United States will not “become mouse- 
trapped in Indochina.” He goes on to say that 
if this country must, fight, we should do so with 
“no holds barred.” 

What is significant about Gen. Clark’s obser- 
vation—and he fought through the Italian cam- 
paign in World War IIl—is his idea that we might 
become trapped in Indochina. Surely cautions 
such as these from outstanding military men, 
even though now retired, are being taken into 
account in Washington. 
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A Choice Bunch of Exes 

It is very hard to describe the thing that Col. 
McCormick put together in Chicago the other 
day. Is it a political party, of the third variety? 
Is it a committee? Is it America First in late- 
model clothes? 

Nobody knows how to characterize “For Amer- 
ica,” which is what Col. McCormick & Co. call 
their new organization. The head of the Ameri- 
can party, which the colonel once seemed ready 
to embrace, denounces “For America” as a “jelly 
in the spine outfit,” just another committee. On 
the other hand, the colonel and friends declare 
that they intend to take an active part in this 
fall's congressional elections, and they set forth 
as one of their principal aims a political realign- 
ment in the nation. 

So we shall have to depend on future develop- 
ments to enlighten us as to whether Colonel Mc- 
Cormick is now launching his long-awaited third 
party. As of now, the anatomy of “For America” 
can only be inferred from the visible facts, 
among which are these: 

(1) It is a collection of choice spirits: the 
colonel; Dean Clarence E. Manion, ex of the 
Eisenhower Administration; Gen. Robert E. 
Wood, ex of Sears Roebuck and America First; 
Hamilton Fish, ex-congressman; John T. Flynn, 
ex-liberal; Howard Buffett, the ex-congressman 
who was too far right even for Nebraska; and 
Burton Wheeler, ex-Senator from Montana. 

(2) It has a choice set of goals, such as peace, 
the Constitution, opposition to one-worldism and 
Communism. In a small nutshell, it aims “to 
save America, regardless of a party,” for which 
nonpartisanship, all thanks. : 

(3) It has a choice well-wisher in Senator Jo- 
seph R. McCarthy, who thinks a political realign-

Where One Vote Is Needed 


Rather than have A. T. Kearney & Co. 
come in and tell us how to go about it, why 
can't we go ahead and take action? 


That question has been asked by James F. 
Morrell, a member of the St. Louis School Board, 
with reference to a resolution that would permit 


the Kearney firm of business consultants to con- 


tinue its study of the school system's non-teach- 
ing departments. It deserves an answer. 

There is one answer and it is obvious: Neither 
Mr. Morrell nor any other member of the board 
has either the free time or the professional com- 
petence to do the kind of job that is indicated. 
Of course, if Mr. Morrell and others on the 
board want to whitewash the situation, then 
they should take over. 

But if he or any other member fails to vote 
for a full-scale study of the non-teaching depart- 
ments, despite the overwhelming evidence those 
areas of the system are at least ankle-deep in 
waste and inefficiency, only one conclusion is 
possible: He or she is grossly careless of tax 
money and the best interest of children. 

What else are the voters to think? The facts 
are clear and undisputed. A. T. Kearney is a 
reputable firm and it says after a preliminary 
examination that the system's non-instructional 
departments are hurt by bad management. 

It spelled out this general finding in a 38- 
page report that pointed to such déficiencies as 
wasteful duplication of records, inefficient pur- 
chasing practices, extremely high building main- 
tenance expenses and architectural costs, loose 
budgeting and other signs of waste. 

The dark overall impression is that the non- 
teaching departments, especially the Building 
Department, are draining tax money away from 
the classrooms. And yet, despite the overwhelm- 
ing evidence supporting a full-scale effort to 
dam the flood of wasted tax money, only six of 
the board’s 12 members are willing to permit 
the study to go forward, It will take seven votes. 

As the board prepares to make a decision, 
this is the way the members line up:

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Signature for the Seaway 

“The great project,” President Eisenhower 
called the St. Lawrence seaway as he signed 
the bill providing for United States participation 
in it with Canada. It is a project in which his 
administration can take justifiable pride, for it 
was under that administration's leadership that 
a 30-year deadlock was broken and Congress 
finally made up its mind. 

Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, who sat at the 
President's. right at the signing, can share par- 
ticularly in that pride. He offered and fought 
for the compromise bill which was finally adopt- 
ed. Senator Ferguson and Representative Don- 
dero, both of Michigan, who also sat with the 
President for the ceremony, played key roles in 
the enactment.

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Next to No Confidence 

The narrow rescue of the Laniel Government 
in France is the next thing to the fall of that 
government.

The National Assembly voted to uphold the 
conservative Premier Laniel by only two ballots,,. 
289 to 287. Even before the vote was taken, 
cynical politicians were speaking of the cabinet 
members as “the zombies”—the living dead. 
Many of the assemblymen who voted for Laniel 
did so only to keep alive hopes of bargaining for 
peace in Geneva. 

Resentment against the Laniel Government 
over the Indochina crisis and fall of Dien Bien 
Phu is an irrational reaction to an irrational 
policy which Premier Laniel did not initiate, 
but only followed. 

France has had 19 governments since the 
war. Each of them has balked at giving the 
Indochinese peoples the 
would arouse popular support in the war. The 
most recent governments all have followed the 
Navarre plan for military victory which so sud- 
denly seems a mirage. 

When the failure of this policy became evi- 
dent, it was accidental that the Laniel Govern- 
ment had to bear the blame. The real blame 
should fall on the policy itself, and on a gov- 


ernmental system in which a crisis so often ~ 


leaves France without a cabinet strong enough 
to meet the crisis—or with no cabinet at all.

The best to be expected of the Gene- 
va conference is that it will conclude 
with the kind of calm achieved at 
Berlin. ‘ 


The Berlin conference did not agree 
to unite Germany but did succeed in 
lowering tension in Europe, It ended 
without bitterness, polemics, or threats 
on either side. The Geneva conference 
may yet achieve a similar result in 
Asia—if both sides try. The conference 
is most unlikely to succeed in reuniting 
Korea and equally 
unlikely. to reach a 


for Indochina, but 
it could still pro- 
duce agreement to 
disagree uhbelliger- 
ently about Korea 
and could = still 
bring an armistice 
for Indochina. 

Of course, the at- 
titude of China has 
not been wholly 
disclosed, and Mr. 
Chou En-lai may yet 
prove to be in a 
more vicious mood 
than Mr. Molotov was at Berlin. In 
that event nothing will be gained. 


There have also, of course, been un- 
happy rifts between Mr. Dulles and the 
other Western delegations at Geneva, 
although none that could not be re- 
paired quite quickly. The Western min- 
isters, at any rate, ought to do their 
best both to restore their own unity 
and to achieve an ending of the con- 
ference at least as favorable as Berlin’s. 


President Eisenhower pointed the 
way for them at his press conference 
(perhaps too plainly for Mr. Dulles’s 
comfort). He said that.a course should 
be steered between two extremes. It was 
unacceptable to have the anti-Commu- 
nist defenses in Asia crumble and dis- 
appear, and a completely satisfactory 
settlement with the Communist world 
seemed unattainable. . 


In these circumstances, he said, it 
seemed best to seek a practical basis for 
getting along with the Communists. We 
had done that in Europe since the Ber- 
lin blockade and we.should do it in the 
Far East, including Indochina. His ad- 
vice is good (even if it does represent 
second thoughts caused by the Ameri- 
can public’s distaste for sending Ameri- 
cans to Indochina). It should be heeded. 

What should be the “practical basis 
for getting along’? In Korea there ap- 
pears now to be only one possibility— 
to accept the present division of the 
country as something that will last a 
number of years. 

The Communists will not*abandon at 
the conference table what they won in 


Chou En-lai 


war, nor will the United Nations side. 
The Chinese will not abandon North 
Korea as a buffer protecting Manchuria, 
nor will the North Korean Communists 
abandon control of the territory they 
hold. To suppose otherwise would be 
sheer fantasy. 

The alternative is simply to agree 
with the Communists to disagree peace- 
fully—in other words, to let Korea re- 
main divided, with the safety of the 
North guaranteed by China and the 
safety of the South guaranteed by U.N. 


In Indochina the situation is not so 
straightforward. The immediate need 
is an armistice. That would end the 
fighting, give the two sides time to 
cool down and: prevent the ruin of the 
country. An armistice, obviously, would 
have to’ be based on military realities. 
It could be achieved if both sides 
want it. 

An armistice should not be confused 
with a political settlement, which would 
be almost impossible to attain. Bao Dai 
and Ho Chi Minh are each entitled to 
their ideas on independence. Let each 
government work out its ideas on its 
own territory. 

These decisions, then, could be the 
“practical basis for getting along.” Ko- 
rea would remain divided but less 
tensely so, and the Indochinese war 
would be ended by an armistice al- 
though not with a political agreement. 

There is no denying, of course, that 
some people in the United States and 


in France would resist such a settie-~ 


ment. Equally, it is more than possible 
that China’s ambitions in Southeast 
Asia may be such that she does not 
want tranquillity. We do not know. 


The Western ministers at Geneva 
ought, nevertheless, to try for a settle- 
ment in some such form. In America it 
would have to be understood that sta- 
bilization of the present situation is 
neither dishonorable nor as dangerous 
as an attempt to force China into with- 
drawal by threats (especially when the 
United States, as much as Britain, is 
unready to carry out those threats by 
committing her troops in the Far East). 

In America it would also have to be 
understood that any policy in Asia must 
gain the support of the major govern- 
ments in Asia. The words of the Colom- 
bo communique by the Prime Ministers 
of India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Burma and 
Indonesia ought to be heard above the 
‘voices of men like Syngman Rhee, 
Chiang Kai-shek and Bao Dai. 

In France it ought to be realized 
that no satisfactory settlement for Indo- 
china is conceivable unless the Asso- 
eetice taiaaienes tf they wish i 
co e ndence ey wis 4 
But with am understanding of these 
things, an easing of tension in Asia may 
be achieved at Geneva.

Greed and a Temptress 


66 HE PARIS EXPRESS,” at the PAGEANT THEA- 
T TER, is a good specimen of the drama of the 
disintegration of a respectable middle-aged mian. 
From a novel by Georges Simenon, “The Man Who Watched 
the Trains Go By,” (the forty-seventh 
story by the French author to be filmed) 
it is catalyzed by a masterful performance 
by Claude Rains as a stodgy and painfully 
honest Dutch bookkeeper who goes to 
pieces under the impact of shock, greed 
and the beautiful gray orbs of Marta 
Toren. 


The bookkeeper, Popinga, a man who always thought 
wistfully of the far and glamorous places reached by the 
Paris express, which thunders by his town, is distraught 
by catching his employer running away after looting the 
firm, in which Popinga’s life savings are invested. He 
pushes the boss into the canal, grabs the brief case wadded 
full of money, and, forgetting wife and child, sets off 
straight for Paris and a high life, he hopes, in the arms 
of a beautiful demi-mondaine the boss has been keeping. 
He is, of course, ridiculed, cozened and tricked out of his 
money and ends up stabbing the lovely Miss Toren to 
death and landing, a babbling maniac, in the grip of a 
detective. 

As played by Mr. Rains, Popinga becomes a pitiable 
creature, fearful, cunning, timidly lustful, desperate and 
alternately ridiculous, suspicious and naive, as his obses- 
sion destroys all his good judgment. Miss Toren plays 
the Delilah with a careless amorality, and Marius Goring, 
in one of his few appearances without the makeup that, 
gives him several different faces, is excellent as the detec- 
tive inspector who pursues Popinga in a cat and mouse 
game while at the same time pitying him and trying to 
keep him from making his crime worse. The exteriors 
were shot in a handsome Technicolor in Holland and Paris 
by the English director, Harold French. 


More Action Than Suspense 


“DANGEROUS MISSION,” at the MISSOURI, attempts 
to maintain a suspense film against the beautiful back- 
grounds of Glacier National Park. Piper Laurie is a girl 
who witnesses a murder in a New York night club and 
flees West hoping to escape both the 
killer’s men and the police. Victor Mature 
and Vincent Price are very attracted to 
her, and I don’t think it is too great a 
shock to learn that Victor is a New York 
District Attorney’s detective and Vincent 
the oily villain out to kill Piper by an 
“accident,” even though Mr. Price looks 
less like a New York gunman than anyone I can imagine. 

The suspense dies quickly, but the melodrama falls 
back on stock thrills—a forest fire, an avalanche, the at- 
tempted murder, a chase after the villain over a hazardous ° 
glacier, so there is at least plenty of action, erihanced by 
the Technicolor and 3-D. Mature’s heroics are up to 
standard, and Miss Laurie makes a pretty and appealing 
heroine.

Drunken Driving 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


IDER use of chemical tests for drunkenness may be 

the answer to discouraging drunken driving. Such 

tests of the blood, urime and breath help convict the 
guilty and protect the innocent. 


When the police stop you in some cities, they can 
positively prove by chemical tests that you've had too much 
to drink for safe driving. These tests are voluntary. But 
it’s reassuring that a simple test can prove your innocence 
of drunkenness even though you had a sip and thus have 
the odor on your breath.

CONVICTIONS FOR DRUNKEN -DRIVING have great- 
ly increased when chemical tests of drunkenness are used. 
For instance, in 1952, according to a survey by the National 
Safety Council, convictions in Cleveland were 95 per cent 
of the persons arrested, in Detroit 99 per cent, in Minne- 
apolis 99 per cent, and in the Chicago Park District 100 
per cent. Similar high conviction rates of drunken automo- 
bile drivers after the use of chemical tests also was reported’ 
by police in other representative cities using them. 


One reason for the increased canvictions is an increased 
number of guilty pleas. When the defendant finds the test 
actually corresponds to what he knows he consumed, he’s 
likely to plead guilty. Courts and juries also show confi- 
dence in the validity of the chemical tests to corroborate 
other types of evidence. 


The tests depend upon the fact that alcohol rapidly 
distributes itself in various body fluids. The blood alcohol 
concentration is what makes you drunk because that bathes 
the brain. Bhere is a direct quantitative relationship be- 
tween the alcoho] in the blood, in the breath, and the 
alcohol concentration in urine. These tests, though still 
challenged by attorneys for the defense, have repeatedly 


been upheld by medical expert witnesses and consequently :

OF THE SIMPLEST TESTING DEVICES mea- 
breath alcohol. The suspected driver blows up a 
with hig breath. A measured volume of this is 
through a solution that changes color when exposed 
the alcohol vapor in the breath. The color change mea- 
sures the amount of alcohol. Because breath alcohol bears 
definite relationship to blood alcohol, a simple table 
eonverts the breath alcohol concentration into the amount 
in the blood. This determines whether the driver is drunk 
in a legal sense—unfit to operate an avtomobile. 
The three breath alcohol measuring devices are the 
Drunkometer, the Intoximeter, and the Alcometer.

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Covers Indochina War by Parachute 


French Woman Correspondent, a Resistance Heroine, Has Made 10 Jumps

SAIGON, May 14 (AP)— 

T 30, petite, brown - haired 

Elizabeth (Brigitte) Friang 

has lived many lives. When 
she was 20 she won the French 
Legion of Honor, the country’s 
top decoration, for heroic work 
as an underground resistance 
leader. 

Today she is a newspaper cor- 
respondent who disdains ordin- 
ary means of covering a war. 
She doesn't ride, walk or sail 
into battle. She jumps in. 

She has been one of the best 
known women in Indochina, but 
few of the thousands of French 
Union and Vietnamese troops at 
Dien Bien Phu and elsewhere in 
Indochina knew her real name. 
To them she was simply “Mad- 
ame Parachute.” ; 

In May 1952, she realized a 
girlhood dream. She made her 
first parachute jump. It was to 
cover a paratrooper operation 
at Xuyen Moc, on the border of 
Annam and Cambodia. Since 
then, pencil ‘and pad in her 
hip pocket, she has jumped 10 
times. Six of them were during 
military operations — including 
Dien Bien Phu. 

Now she’s about to realize an- 
other childhood dream — she’s 
off to visit the United States. 

Americans who meet her will 
get a surprise. Despite the hero- 
ism which runs through most of 
her young life, she no tom- 
boy. She is as feminine as a 
Jacques Fath model. She weighs 
barely 98 pounds, and her pert 
little nose wrinkles with amuse- 
ment when she recalls her 
hundred and one adventures. 

Brigitte is the name she got 
while serving in the under- 
ground in France. She was bare- 
ly past 15 when the Germans 
conquered her country. But even 
then, her rebellious nature 
wouldn't stay stiil in face of the 
enemy. She was only 17 when 
the Germans arrested her the 
first time and jailed her for 
three days. Her crime was tak- 
ing part in a student parade on 
Armistice day, 1941, honoring 
France’s dead at the Arch of 
Triumph, 

At 19 she had become secre- 
tary of the underground resist- 
ance organization which operat- 
ed throughout western France. 
One of her fellow patriots was 
Jacques Guerin, lately an air 
force major at Dien Bien Phu. 

She alone held the keys to 
the code used to contact Lon- 
don and the Free French forces 
of Gen, Charles DeGaulle. — 

“We were the Cook's Agency 
of the resistance,” she said. “It 
was our job to bring paratroop- 
ers and agents in, dispatch them 
to various bases in the country. 
It was while doing job, see- 
ing so many people drop out 
of the air, that I got the desire 
to make a parachute jump.” 

There: were many narrow 
escapes, but Brigitte managed 
to survive for months under the 
cover of her normal life as a 
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medical student at the Univer- 
sity of Paris. But one day, a 
fellow-worker wracked by tor- 
ture revealed her rendervous 
with one of the underground. 
The Gestapo closed in on her 
on March 21, 1944 in the gar- 
dens of the Trocadero, within 
view of the Eiffel Tower.

A bullet in her back stopped her.

My Day 
Book on Women in Politics 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

HAD a busy day in Washing- 

ton Tuesday. First thing on 

my schedule was to do a radio 
recording with Miss Lorena Hic- 
kok, on “Ladies ef Courage,” 
which Putnam's brings out next 
week. Miss Hickok and I wrote 
this book together. 

Primarily, it tells the story of 
women—from precinct commit- 
itee-women to ambassadors—who 
have held positions in and un- 
der booth the Republican and 
Democratic parties. The idea 
behind the book, however, is to 
encourage women to feel that 
there is work of a political na- 
ture they can do even if they 
cannot run for high office or 
arrange to leave their home sur- 
round x 

I found that the research on 
women in politics was revealing 
and exciting. Women are par- 
ticipating in greater numbers as 
time goes by, but it cannot be 
denied that politics is still a 
man’s world to a very great ex- 
tent on the policy-making level. 

* * * 

THERE HAVE BEEN some 
changes of late, though, in both 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee and the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. When the 
Democratic national chairman 
told me about them he said they 
were designed to bring the 
women in. and integrate them 
with the work of men. 

I was hopeful that this would 
work out to give them real

~ equality, but from what I am 


told it really means less partici- 
pation. This may be the fault 


of the women as well as of the - 


men, for in order to make our 
presence felt in any field of 
endeavor we must really want 
to do things and enjoy doing 
them. In politics, this goes for 
those taking part on the lowest 
rung of the political ladder and 
those who might aspire to be 
President of our country. 

I hope this book, in which I 
ean frankly say Miss Hickok has 
done by far the largest share of 
work, will prove of interest and 
value. I hope it appeals not 
only to women but to men who 
may want to understand the 
motivation of women in politics. 

I want to say that the chapter 
about me in the book was writ- 
ten entirely by Miss Hickok, 
and I have not even as yet read 
it.
